When to Buy Municipal Bonds

Q. I’ve never invested, but 
I'm saving up ri^t now so I 
can buy one of those municipal 
bonds at $1000. I like the fact 
that they are tax-free. I own 
a drlve-ln restaurant and clear 
about $10,000 a year. Do you 
think I’m on the ^ht track? 

A. No. I don’t. 

Municipals are quite safe, of 
course, and the fact that Aey 
are tax-free makes them at¬ 
tractive under certain circum¬ 
stances, even though they may 
yield only two or three per cent 
.a year. 

However, it sounds to me like 
your major objective is escap¬ 
ing taxes and 1 don't think that 
Is the best objective for an in¬ 
vestor. Municipals are more for 
the peiBon with an income sev¬ 
eral time yours. 

For a person In the higher 
tax brackets, an inveetmmit in 
mwicipals probably will put 
more spending money in his 
pocket than would an invest¬ 
ment in stocks paying a much 
higher return. 

A man In the $19,000-a-year 
Income bracket, however, 
should be less concerned with 
the few dollars extra he’ll 
pay la taxes than with putting 
bis mimey Into securities that 
win help him keep up with 
or pass Inflation. 

Contact a broker and get his 
advice on some good common 
stocks you can buy. After pay- 
ii^ taxes on common stock 
dividends, you’ll still have 
more net income—and I pre¬ 
sume that’s vrfiat you’re after. 

Better still, get togedier with 
some friends and start your 
own investment club. The few 
dtilars you’ll invest each month 
will teach you a great deal 
about successful investing and 
will also provide you with some 
wonderful ideas of where you 
can put that $1000 profitably 
once you have it saved. 

Q. My wife and I are in our 
middle 50s, both employed, and 
between us have a net worth of 
about $116,000. This Includes 
our home. $35,000 in cmnmon 
stocks, some rental properties, 
ett:. 

In view of the ^IraHng infla¬ 


tion, I wonder if we should re¬ 
apportion our investment, add¬ 
ing corporate bonds and raw 
land.

class advice before making 
such Investmrat. 

As for as your present stocks 
are concerned, almost 50% of 
your holdings are in General 
Motors. Tills is a fine company, 
and I’m not suggestii^ you sell 
your shares, but I would make 
additions to your portfolio in 
other coo^mnles. 

I’m sending you a copy of 
"Better Investing” and surest 
you consider some of the stacks 
in its model ponfolio. 

Q. In a recent article you 
commented on the "no load” 
mutual investment funds and 
suggested asking for « list from 
the Investment Company Insti¬ 
tute in New York. I wrote for 
the list and have had no reply. 
Is there any otiier source for 
this information? 

A. You can probably, find a 
copy of “Investment Com¬ 
panies” by Arthur Wlesenber- 
ger at your local library. Hiis 
boedt includes a listing of all 
mutual funds; from this list you 
can obtain the names of the "no 
load" funds by picking out 
those which show their sales 
charge as zero. 

Also, In August each year. 
Forbes Magazine presents a 
study of a large number of mu¬ 
tual funds. Usually this con¬ 
tains a special “no load” sec- 
tkn. You’ll probably also be 
able to locate a copy oi rius 
magazine at your public library.

U. S. national security faces 
dangerous consequences from 
the contlnuhig rise in imports 
of forelgn-produced steel and 
pig Iron. 

The Institute supports the 
steel quota bill introduced in 
the Senate Oct. 16 by Sen. 
Kartke. The Institute’s 70 do¬ 
mestic member companies pro¬ 
duce 99% of the nation's steel. 

The U. S. cannot afford to 
rely for any Important part of 
its needs on overseas eourcea 
of steel thousands of miles 
away, because there is (be con¬ 
stant danger that those sources 
may be cut off at a critical 
mwnent. 

Overseas producers have 
seised an increasingly large 
share of the U. S. markM, 
causing this country to - be¬ 
come flie worid’s largest net 
Importer steel, aggravatti^ 
its balance of payments defi¬ 
cit and adversNy afteedag 
employment opportunJHea. 

Steel imports during 1966 
made up about 11% of the steel 
consumed in the United States, 
against less than 2% 10 years 
earlier. So far this year, im¬ 
ports have taken an even larger 
share. 

Because of large labor cost 
advantages per ton of output 
even after adjustment ftw dif¬ 
ferences in productivity, and 
because of the support and pro¬ 
tection given by many forel^ 
governments to tiieir steel in¬ 
dustries. me Import problem 
cannot practically be met in 
the tiiort run by producers in 
the United States, either by 
aligning (beir prices on those 
of imports in >cbe U. S. market 
or by exportmg staei at prices 
equal to or below prav^ing 
world prices.
